Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1898. 
The  births  show  a decrease,  and  the  deaths  an  increase,  when 
compared  with  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  cases  of 
Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness  is  81,  being  ten  less  than  in  1897. 
The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  show  an  increase,  but  this  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  very  hot  and  dry  season  which  we  experi- 
enced last  summer,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  mention  that  there 
are  no  deaths  to  record  from  Enteric  Fever.  The  Infant  death- 
rate  (children  under  one  year)  is  considerably  lower  than  the 
average  annual  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Scarlet  Fever  was 
prevalent  almost  throughout  the  year,  {he  cases  being  of  a mild 
type,  and  there  were  extensive  outbreaks  of  Measles  during  the 
last  six  months.  Influenza  was  prevalent  in  the  spring,  and 
eleven  deaths  are  due  to  this  cause. 

I have  placed  the  Tables  of  Statistics  at  the  end  of  this 
report,  A and  B being  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
the  others  giving  the  births  and  deaths  from  all  causes  and  from 
certain  special  causes,  and  the  deaths  from  the  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases  in  each  Quarter. 

NOTIFIABLE  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES . 

These  are  Small-pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous 
Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease  known  as  Scarlatina  and  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  the  Fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following  names  : — 
Typhus,  Typhoid,  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal. 
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The  Infections  Disease  (Notification)  Act  was  adopted  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  in  1889,  and  came  into  force  on  January 
1st,  1890.

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Scarlet  Fever . — As  I have  previously  said,  Scarlet 
Fever  (also  known  as  Scarlatina)  was  prevalent  almost  through- 
out the  year,  and  the  cases  were  scattered  over  the  greater  part 
of  the  district.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  and  in  some 
instances  was  not  recognised  until  desquamation  of  cuticle  was 
noticed.  From  the  Table  you  will  notice  that  only  5 of  the  54 
cases  were  notified  during  the  last  quarter,  whereas  Scarlet  Fever 
has  a well-marked  tendency  to  increase  in  the  last  six  months, 
and  attain  its  maximum  in  the  December  quarter.  Prof.  J.  W. 
Moore  states  that  in  Dublin  the  disease  is  almost  invariably  more 
prevalent  and  fatal  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  I have  no 
doubt  that  Scarlatina  spread  at  Sibtliorpe  Hill  and  Milton 
through  children  attending  West  Markham  School  when  in  the 
desquamating  stage. 

Diphtheria . — There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  reported  as  compared  with  1897,  and  one  death — a child 
under  five  years — occurred  at  Ranskiil  in  December.  Two  cases 
occurred  at  Sibthorpe  Hill,  East  Markham,  one  at  Gringley,  one 
at  Ragnall,  one  at  Barnby  Moor,  one  at  Tuxford,  one  at  Sutton, 
and  one  at  Ranskiil.  I may  here  mention  that  in  August  I 
heard  of  six  persons  residing  at  two  cottages  near  Bab  worth 
suffering  from  Sore-throat,  which  the  medical  attendant,  Dr. 
Thomson,  could  not  certify  as  Diphtheria.  The  patients  were 
adults,  and  there  were  three  in  each  cottage.  The  symptoms 
were  feverishness,  sore-throat,  difficulty  in  swallowing,  redness 
of  fauces,  and  swelling  of  the  snbmaxillary  glands.  The  duration 
of  the  illness  was  about  five  days.  Near  one  of  the  cottages  the 
drain  was  covered  by  a grate,  and  the  liquid  emptied  into  the 
ditch  of  an  adjoining  field.  The  other  cottage  was  not  provided 
with  a drain,  and  the  slops  were  thrown  on  the  garden.  The 
water  was  from  a pump,  and  on  analysis  it  was  found  to  he  ex- 
tensively polluted  and  of  very  bad  quality.  This  disease  has 
been  termed  Cynanche  Pharyngea,  spreading  Quinsy  and  False 
Diphtheria.  Dr.  Cornelius  Fox  writes,  “ it  is  essentially  a filth- 
disease,  being  always  associated  with  some  organic  impurity  of 
air,  or  organic  impurity  of  water.” 


There  were  no  cases  of  Membranous  Croup. 
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Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever . — Eight  cases  were 
notified,  and  these  occurred  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district.

It  will  he  seen  from  this  Table  that  Typhoid  could  scarcely  be 
said  to  be  prevalent  in  the  autumn,  and  that  no  cases  were  noti- 
fied in  October,  when  the  disease  attains  its  maximum.  The 
patient  at  Finningley  resided  at  an  isolated  farm,  two  miles  from 
the  village,  and  on  December  31st,  1897,  visited  a family  suffering 
from  Typhoid,  and  returned  home  next  day.  His  illness  com- 
menced on  16th  January.  The  two  patients  at  Ranskill  were 
members  of  one  household.  Typhoid  is  frequently  propagated 
by  throwing  the  excreta  into  the  midden-privy  which  abounds  in 
rural  districts,  and  “provides  almost  every  condition  favourable 
to  the  production  of  nuisance,  to  the  saturation  of  soil  with  filth, 
and  to  the  setting  up  and  maintenance  of  those  very  conditions 
which  seem  to  be  essential  to  the  vitality  and  multiplication  of 
the  Typhoid  bacillus.”  No  deaths  were  registered  from  this 
cause. 

Erysipelas.—  Eleven  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified, 
but  there  were  no  deaths.  It  is  characterised  by  a spreading  in- 
flammation of  the  skin,  due  to  a microbe  discovered  by  Fehleisen.

Whooping  Cough. — There  are  no  deaths  from  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  but  there  were  cases  at  Bothamsall  in  January. 
Children  suffering  from  this  complaint  should  not  be  sent  to 
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school.  It  is  a disease  to  which  parents  pay  little  attention 
until  the  child  is  attacked  by  Broncho-pneumonia,  which  fre- 
quently proves  fatal. 

Measies. — Several  outbreaks  of  Measles  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  viz. : — at  Normanton  in  April,  Upton  in  May, 
Headon  in  June,  Misson  and  Everton  in  July,  Sutton  and 
Scaftworth  in  August,  Lound  in  October,  and  Torworth  in 
December.  The  death  of  an  infant  at  Normanton,  aged  ten 
months,  was  registered  in  April.  I have  distributed  printed 
papers  relating  to  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  Measles,  as 
medical  advice  is  seldom  obtained. 


Diarrhoea. — Six  deaths  were  registered  from  Diarrhoea, 
including  three  of  infants.  Three  occurred  in  September,  one 
being  certified  as  Choleraic  Diarrhoea.  The  death-rate  is  low, 
being  ‘48  per  thousand.  Diarrhoea  may  be  caused  by  putrescent 
animal  food,  by  animal  impurities  in  water,  and  in  infants  by 
improper  feeding,  the  mortality  being  greater  in  hand-fed  child- 
ren than  in  those  fed  at  the  breast. 

influenza.— In  the  spring  Influenza  was  prevalent  in  an 
epidemic  form,  especially  at  Tuxford,  East  Markham,  Bevercotes, 
and  Haughton.  Eleven  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease,  which 
was  generally  complicated  with  Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia.  Six 
of  these  were  aged  persons,  and  two  were  infants  under  one  year. 


TUBERGULA R DISEASES, 

Under  this  head  are  included  Tabes  Mesenterica,  Tubercular 
Meningitis,  Phthisis,  Scrofula,  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
which  are  due  to  the  Tubercule  bacillus.  There  were  thirteen 
deaths  from  Phthisis,  one  from  Tuberculosis,  and  one  from 
Tuberculous  disease  of  bone.  Of  the  deaths  from  Phthisis,  six 
were  males,  and  seven  females,  and  the  death-rate  is  *98  per 
thousand.  These  deaths  were  thus  distributed  in  the  Registration 
Sub-Districts  : —

It  is  usually  said  that  Consumption  is  a hereditary  disease,  and 
runs  in  certain  families,  but  according  to  Sir  W.  Broadbent  it  is 
not  actual  disease  which  is  transmitted  from  parent  to  child. 
The  hereditary  constitutional  predisposition  is  simply  a liability 
to  tuberculous  disease  on  exposure  to  the  germs,  a vulnerability 
of  the  tissues  producing  a suitability  of  soil.  Instead  of  sending 
these  patients  to  warmer  climates,  it  has  been  shown  that  Con- 
sumption can  be  treated  successfully  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  we  may  look  forward  to  the  establishment  of 
sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  these  patients. 

Nuisances . — These  are  most  frequently  connected  with 
the  midden-privies,  and  several  have  been  dealt  with  by  Mr. 
Henry,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Complaints  are  sometimes 
made  of  nuisances  arising  from  pig-keeping,  and  in  one  instance 
proceedings  were  taken  before  the  magistrates.  An  account  of 
the  work  done  during  the  year  is  supplied  by  Mr.  Henry,  and 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  District  has  been 
inspected,  numerous  letters  have  been  written,  and  I have  at- 
tended all  the  meetings  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  The  bake- 
houses  and  slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected,  and  are  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition.  There  are  no  offensive  trades,  and 
no  Bye-laws  in  force. 

Drainage. — There  is  no  system  of  sewage-disposal  in 
any  of  the  parishes,  and  the  sewage  is  turned  into  ditches  and 
watercourses. 

In  July,  the  Parish  Council  of  Banskill  sent  a resolution  to 
the  Rural  District  Council  requesting  that  an  effective  scheme 
of  drainage  for  the  village  should  be  provided.  Accordingly 
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Mr.  Henry,  the  Surveyor,  has  prepared  plans  for  the  drainage 
of  the  village,  and  for  sewage-disposal,  but  the  inhabitants 
object  to  the  estimated  cost — £1600. 

A portion  of  the  sewage  of  Tuxford  is  discharged  into  the 
Beck,  and  the  occupiers  of  the  adjoining  land  complain  of  the 
pollution  of  the  stream,  alleging  that  the  water  is  unfit  for 
cattle  to  drink.  As  money  is  constantly  being  expended  for  the 
repair  of  the  drains  and  sewers,  it  would  be  better  to  have  a 
complete  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

Water  Supply . — Towards  the  end  of  December,  1897, 
an  enquiry  was  held  at  Mattersey  respecting  a water  supply  for 
the  village,  but  up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has  been  done. 
The  inhabitants  wished  the  matter  to  be  deferred  to  ascertain  if 
Mr.  Laj’cock  could  give  a supply  from  a deep  well  at  Ryehall, 
which  is  near  Mattersey,  but  in  the  parish  of  Everton.  It 
would  be  a great  advantage  to  Clayworth  village  if  a supply 
could  be  given  from  the  same  source.  At  Tuxford,  and  East 
Markham,  the  supply  is  chiefly  from  public  pumps,  the  water 
being  hard  and  of  suspicious  quality,  and  there  was  a scarcity 
during  the  severe  drought  of  last  summer.  Tuxford  is  a small 
market  town  with  an  increasing  population,  and  I would  suggest 
the  advisability  of  Tuxford  and  East  Markham  arranging  for  a 
joint  supply.  The  population  of  Tuxford  was  988,  and  East 
Markham  692  at  the  last  census. 

In  February,  I was  informed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Police,  that  a quantity  (about  one  pound)  of  a white  powder  had 
been  found  inside  a pump  at  Misson.  The  powder  had  been 
removed  so  far  as  possible,  by  the  local  police-constable,  the 
well  emptied,  and  the  pump  handle  chained  and  locked.  I 
examined  the  powder  which  was  white  arsenic,  and  this  is  not 
very  soluble,  as  cold  water  allowed  to  stand  for  several  hours  in 
contact  with  arsenic  dissolves  about  half  a grain  to  the  ounce. 
On  March  22nd,  I took  a quart  of  the  water  in  a stoppered  bottle 
to  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Allen,  public  analyst,  Sheffield,  who  reported 
that  it  contained  a distinct  trace  of  arsenic.  The  water  has  not 
been  since  used  for  any  purpose. 
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Elementary  Schools . — The  National  School,  Misson, 
was  closed  from  July  1st  to  July  23rd,  on  account  of  an  exten- 
sive outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  parish. 

The  closets  at  this  school  were  too  near  the  class-rooms, 
and  these  have  been  removed.  The  new  closets  are  not  quite 
completed. 

The  Parochial  School  at  Everton  was  closed  on  account  of 
Measles  at  Everton,  Harwell,  and  Scaftworth  in  July. 

The  National  School  at  Sutton  cum  Lound  was  closed  owing 
to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  villages  of  Sutton  and  Lound, 
from  October  6th  to  October  29th. 

The  Sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Board  School,  East 
Markham  were  not  satisfactory,  and  the  old  closets  have  been 
removed.  New  closets  have  been  built  from  the  designs  of 
Mr.  Southall,  Architect,  East  Retford. 


VITAL  STATISTICS . 


Births. — The  births  registered  were  192  males,  and  167 
females — total  359,  being  a decrease  of  19  when  compared  with 
the  preceding  year.  The  natural  increment  or  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  138,  and  the  birth-rate  is  25*68  per  thousand. 
The  following  Table  shows  the  registration  of  births  during  each 
quarter  of  1898.

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Deaths . — The  deaths  registered  were  117  males,  and  104 
females — total  221,  being  25  more  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  this  increase  is  mainly  due  to  the  deaths  of  persons  of  65 
years  and  upwards.  The  general  death-rate  is  15*81  per 
thousand,  but  as  five  persons  belonging  to  this  district  died  in 
the  Union  Workhouse,  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  East 
Retford,  the  corrected  death-rate  is  16*16  per  thousand.  The 
following  Table  gives  the  ages  at  which  the  deaths  occurred, 
grouped  according  to  Table  A.,  which  is  sent  by  the  Local 
Government  Board.

Uncertified  Deaths. — Eighteen  deaths  (11  males 
and  7 females)  occurred  in  the  district  which  were  not  certified 
by  a medical  practitioner,  or  by  the  coroner  after  an  inquest. 
This  number  formed  8*1  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  which  is 
higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 


inquests. — The  inquests  held  during  the  year  numbered 
6 (4  males  and  2 females)  being  2*7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 


infant  Mortality. — This  is  higher  than  last  year,  the 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  being  48,  and  above  one  year, 
and  under  five,  7.  The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  is 
119*77  per  thousand  registered  births ; 194*57  per  thousand 
total  deaths;  and  8*07  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
deaths  of  children  under  five  years  were  50,  and  formed  22*62 
per  cent  of  total  deaths.

Aged  Persons, — The  deaths  of  aged  persons,  65  years 
and  upwards,  were  108,  being  an  increase  of  27  when  compared 
with  1897,  and  these  amounted  to  48-87  per  cent  of  total  deaths. 
Five  persons  died  during  the  year  at  the  respective  ages  of  91, 
92,  94,  94  and  95  years. 


Zymotic  Diseases - — The  deaths  from  the  principal 
Zymotic  Diseases  were  Diphtheria  1,  Measles  1,  and  Diarrhoea 
6 — total  8,  and  the  death-rate  is  *57  per  thousand.  There 
were  11  deaths  from  Influenza,  which  belongs  to  the  Specific 
Febrile  or  Zymotic  Diseases. 


The  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  13 ; Cancer  IB  ; Disease  of 
Heart  25  ; and  Diseases  of  the  Lungs  B9.

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The  following  Works  have  been  executed  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  Glazed  Stoneware 
Pipes  have  been  used  in  all  cases,  and  the  Works  carried  out  by 
the  Council’s  men  under  my  direction. 

Bothamsa/f. — A length  of  new  6 inch  pipe  sewer  has 
been  laid  in  Church  Lane,  where  the  old  tile  sewer  was  blocked 
up  and  useless. 

Clay  worth. — A 9 inch  pipe  sewer  has  been  laid  in  the 
Village  Street,  from  Mr.  Storr’s  house  to  the  Beck,  and  two  man- 
holes built.  The  drains  from  all  the  houses,  within  the  legal 
distance  of  100  feet,  have  been  connected  to  this  sewer.  Most  of 
these  houses  were  provided  with  new  drains,  by  the  owners. 
Sanitary  traps  have  been  fixed  in  lieu  of  old  untrapped  and 
offensive  gullies. 

Grow®. — A portion  of  the  sewage  ditches  adjoining  and 
near  the  Retford  Road,  have  been  piped  with  6 inch  and  9 inch 
pipes.  Mr.  Harcourt  Vernon  voluntarily  contributed  L18  15s. 
towards  the  cost  of  this  work. 

Gringfoy. — A portion  of  the  sewage  ditch  adjoining  the 
Middle  Road  has  been  piped  with  21  inch  pipes,  and  a length  of 
defective  sewer  on  Cross  Hill  relaid  with  6 inch  pipes.  One  new 
sanitary  trapped  gulley  has  been  fixed,  upon  the  Road  side  in 
Finkel  Street. 

Hay  ton. — An  offensive  sewage  ditch  near  Mr.  J.  Stephen- 
son’s house  and  the  Clayworth  Road  1ms  been  piped  with  12  inch 
pipes. 

Lounct. — A length  of  old  tile  sewer  in  tfie  Village  Street 
has  been  relaid  with  6 inch  sanitary  pipes. 

Ranskiit. — Three  large  and  foul  cesspools  in  Blyth  Road 
have  been  abolished,  and  sanitary  trapped  gullies  fixed,  upon 
the  Road  side.  New  lengths  of  6 inch  sewers  have  been  laid  in 
the  same  Road,  as  far  as  Mr.  Camm’s,  in  lieu  of  the  old  and 
defective  tile  sewers.  The  houses  abutting  and  within  the  legal 
distance  of  100  feet,  have  had  new  drains  provided  by  the 
owners,  and  connected  to  this  sewer. 
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Tuxford. — New  trapped  gullies  have  been  fixed  in  Egman- 
ton  Road.  A length  of  new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Chauntry 
Lane.  There  are  numerous  public  cesspools  in  this  town. 

Normanton. — Two  sanitary  trapped  gullies  have  been 
fixed  in  this  village,  upon  the  Road  side. 

Sewage  Ditches  and  Cesspools. — Sewage  ditches 
have  been  cleansed  and  public  cesspools  emptied  where  necessary 
throughout  the  district,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  more 
populous  places,  the  Beck  which  receives  the  bulk  of  the  Tuxford 
sewage,  being  cleansed  twice  during  the  year. 

Cesspools. — In  nearly  every  village,  there  are  cesspools 
constructed  upon  the  public  highways  in  the  line  of  sewers. 
They  vary  in  number  up  to  40  or  50  each  in  two  of  the  parishes. 
Most  of  them  are  in  a defective  condition,  some  being  covered 
with  stone  slabs,  others  with  wood.  It  would  be  advisable  to 
consider  the  general,  but  gradual,  abolition  of  these  numerous 
cesspools,  and  the  provision  of  properly  constructed  inspection 
chambers,  where  required,  with  suitable  sewage  tanks,  at  the 
various  sewage  outfalls.  If  this  were  achieved,  the  nuisance 
arising  from  the  process  of  emptying  the  cesspools  would  not 
occur,  the  expense  of  emptying  them  would  be  avoided,  and 
cost  of  cleansing  the  sewage  ditches  reduced. 

Village  Drainage. — The  drainage  of  the  majority  of 
the  villages  throughout  the  district  is  conveyed  away  to  various 
outfalls  by  means  of  covered  sewers  of  some  description,  with 
the  exception  of  Misson  and  Mattersey.  In  both  these  villages 
the  drainage  from  houses  and  foldyards  flows  into  the  roadside 
channels  in  the  village  streets,  where  it  lies  more  or  less  stagnant 
until  swept  away.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  suitable  covered 
sewers,  very  few  of  the  houses  in  Misson  and  Mattersey  have 
proper  drains.
